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Continuation of 13. Other: The amendment has been entered as per 37 CFR 1.116(b)(1) as complying with a requirement of form 
expressly set forth in the previous Office action mailed 1 1 July 2008. In particular, the amendment overcomes the objection to Claims 27 
and 28 for informalities. Because of this, the amendment nominally places the application in better condition for appeal as per 37 CFR 
1.116(b)(2), as Applicant asserts (page 5 of the present response). However, all of Claims 9, 10, 12, and 27-29 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement, 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as indefinite, 
and 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Wasilewski, as set forth in the previous Office action. The Examiner notes that no amendments or 
remarks (e.g. a request for reconsideration) have been presented with respect to any of those rejections, and thus the amendment does not 
materially reduce or simplify the issues for appeal.
